There has 
been a series of indications ef Soviet Ukrainian resistance to 
Russification measures in the past two years*

(2S February IDAS) Is further borne out by LITVIN** report about 
the arrival of new prisoners in Mordva in December 1965. Among these 
arrested, according to our information, was the writer and literary 
critic Ivan SVXTLYCHHYY , whose name appears in the reference* Uw

The incident of the arrest was reported also in a letter last 
October from the Ukraine* We agree with SMABOVE’s inclination 
to accept LITVIN*! story as genuine. It is very sad indeed that 
SMA&ET feels justified in suppressing information such as revealed 
by LITVIN merely because of the remote possibility that it might 
involve them in am embarrassing situation with the Soviets* After

allegedly were members of a secret student organisation, the aim of 
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which was to encourage nationalist feelings a»«ag Ukraiaiaas 
and to protest ail forms of Russificati on. Members of the organization 
hand-copy nationalist poetry and documents expressing indignation 
and pretest against Russification meesuees and distribute then by 
band to their fellow Ukrainians* leading educators in the Ukraine 
have been calling for an increase in the number of Ukrainian- language 
text books , for courses in Ukrainian history and the need to "imbue 
the children with a love of their native language*" Repeated 
requests have been node by Soviet citizens to enigre contacts 
for Ukrainl an- language history books and literature* 

4. Following are traces available on the names listed in the 
references 

a* LUKYANENKO* There are several traces on this surname 
with varying initials for first nanes and patronynics.wme of which 
reveal sufficient information to be identifiable. Since the reference 
contained insufficient identifiable information, it Is impossible to 
complete a meaningful trace* A confidential source, however, did 
report information about a yoar age to the effect that a fau 
LUKYANENKO, a rayon secretary, was the loader of the Ukrains'ks 
Selyactska Partly* (which is the Workers’ and Feasants* Party referred 
to in the reference}* The party was composed of CP members in 
official positions of lower levels* It existed for the purposes 
stated in the reference* It was liquidated in 1959, according to 
our Information,

No traces* 

e* GORBUVCM* No 'traces* It is believed the spelling 
in the reference is confused and that it night be GORBOVYY or 
HORBOVYY* who actually was the lawyer who do fended bandore In Poland* 
No identifiable traces on HORBOVYY. 

f» SOROKA, H. M» A Mykhaylo SOROKA was mentioned in the 
memoirs of Aadriy Biliasky (a Ukrainian with German citizenship who 
was released fro* a Soviet prison and resettled in W, Germany in late 
1955) as one who helped him organize at Vorkuta Ukrainian underground 
groups and to establish contact with Ukrainians In Lvov* he, 
according to the memoirs, was later compromised and sentenced to 
20-25 years at bard labor. According to our AERODYNAMIC source* 

SOROKA was first arrested for Ukrainian underground activities in 
1940, He was released forl952-19$3 but resentenced in 1955. Bis 
vife hasjweni* prison since 1947. (FYU She was In the same prison 
as the AERODYNAMIC principal agent at eae time*) 

t* SAVCHENKO, VladiniT, One Vladimir SAVCHENKO, born 1911 
in Sumy, transited Bel land on rout# from Rangoon to the Soviet Union 
in December
